For the second time in less 
than two weeks, Edmonton 
police are investigating after 
a mask-wearing suspect al¬ 
legedly attacked a woman 


walking alone. 

On Tuesday around 11 
p.m., a 25-year-old woman 
was allegedly sexually as¬ 
saulted by a masked man 
while walking in a “calm, 
quiet,” residential area near 
114 Street and 36 Avenue. 

“She was knocked to the 
ground. She was choked. And 
she ended up screaming and 
yelling and the suspect fled. 
While she was on the ground 
she was fondled,” said EPS 
Det. Brenda Dalziel. 

The woman was walking 


alone when she saw the male 
suspect walking towards her. 
When she decided to cross 
the street, he followed. 

“As she got to the curb on 
the other side, he ran at her 
and attacked her,” Dalziel 
said. 

Dalziel said it’s unknown 
if the incident is connected 
to an attack on a 25-year-old 
woman near 11 Street and 82 
Avenue on Aug. 25. In that in¬ 
cident, a woman was struck 
in the face from behind as 
she neared her apartment 


around 3:30 a.m. She fell to 
the ground and was choked 
by the attacker before he fled, 
though he returned after she 
entered her apartment lobby, 
and violently banged on the 
windows. 

While both suspects were 
wearing masks, the suspect 
in Tuesday’s incident is de¬ 
scribed as 5’5” to 57”, while 
the suspect in the August 25 
incident is described as 6-feet 
tall, Dalziel said. 

“But that doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily rule (a connection) out,” 


she said. 

The woman who was at¬ 
tacked on Tuesday evening 
has been released from hos¬ 
pital. 

“There were injuries, but 
they weren’t extensive,” Dal¬ 
ziel said. 

The suspect in Tuesdays’s 
attack was wearing a hoodie, 
jeans, a dark-coloured mask 
and gloves.

Further toxicology tests 
will determine how the 
man died. If it is deemed 
a homicide, it would be 
Edmonton’s 18th of 2013.

A Statistics Canada study sug¬ 
gests that the lure of jobs in 
Alberta’s energy sector isn’t 
enough to persuade out-of- 
province workers to make a 
permanent move. 

The study found there 
were plenty of people mov¬ 
ing to Alberta between 2004 
and 2009. But only one in four 
who were coming for jobs de¬ 


cided to make Alberta their 
primary residence. They listed 
their home province on their 
tax returns. 

“It is likely that factors 
such as family ties, social net¬ 
works, organizational arrange¬ 
ments ... home ownership and 
quality of life were important 
factors,” wrote the authors, 
Christine Laporte, Yuqian Lu 


and Grant Schellenberg. 

“Nonetheless, the pros¬ 
pects of readily available jobs 
elsewhere had appeal. When 
weighed against the costs of 
moving interprovincially, the 
benefits of working inter-prov- 
incially was the option chosen 
by these individuals.” 

About three-quarters of the 
job seekers were men under 


the age of 35 from B.C., Sas¬ 
katchewan and Atlantic Can¬ 
ada. Roughly half of those 
were employed in construc¬ 
tion and oil-and-gas extrac¬ 
tion. More than one-third of 
women were working in ac¬ 
commodation and food servi¬ 
ces or retail trade. 

In 2004, there were be¬ 
tween 62,000 and 67,500 


interprovincial employees in 
Alberta, accounting for about 
3.8 per cent of provincial em¬ 
ployment. By 2008, the num¬ 
ber of interprovincial employ¬ 
ees had increased to a peak of 
133,000, making up 6.2 per 
cent of the workforce. The 
figures fell somewhat in 2009 
following the recession.

abusing young girls. This time, 
heart-wrenching images and 
footage of the wailing child 
in hospital, his eyes bandaged 
and parents distraught, have 
circulated on the Internet as 
news commentaries slammed 
the brutality of the attack. 


“Mama, why is the sky still 
so dark?” the child has been 
quoted as saying while recover¬ 
ing in hospital, his parents un¬ 
able to bring themselves to tell 
him about his condition. 

On Wednesday, police in 
the city of Linfen in northern 
Shanxi province confirmed an 
official Xinhua News Agency 
report that the boy’s aunt, 
Zhang Huiying, had been 
identified as a suspect because 
his blood was found on her 
clothes. Six days after the boy 
was attacked, Zhang killed her¬ 
self by jumping into a well. 

Xinhua did not cite a pos¬ 
sible motive for the aunt to at¬ 
tack the boy the associated press 


Toronto doctor a ‘sexual 
opportunist’: Crown 


Allegations from 21 women 
that an anesthesiologist 
molested them during sur¬ 
geries are strikingly similar 
and cannot be chalked up to 
hallucinations, the Crown 
said Wednesday, calling Dr. 
George Doodnaught a “sexual 
opportunist.” 

In his closing arguments 
at Doodnaught’s trial, Crown 
attorney David Wright said 
that the sedatives used dur¬ 
ing the surgeries were admin¬ 
istered in doses too low to 
cause sexual dreams. 

Each of the women re¬ 
ported that Doodnaught 


kissed them, touched them 
inappropriately or put his 
genitals in their mouth while 
they were under conscious 
sedation, all but one dur¬ 
ing surgeries at Toronto’s 
North York General Hospital 
between 2006 and 2010. He 
has pleaded not guilty to 21 
counts of sexual assault. 

The women told detailed, 
vivid accounts of similar as¬ 
saults by the now 64-year-old 
doctor, Wright said. 

“If patients were hallucin¬ 
ating one would expect an 
element of randomness,” he

the Bonnybroolc Wastewater 
Treatment Plant. 

“We have the brain of our 
control system, but all of the 
field devices and cabling that 
sent the information to that 
brain were toasted in the 
flood.” 

As a result, employees 
have to visually monitor 
things such as water levels 
and dissolved oxygen levels 
in the plant’s tanks and then 
manually turn valves to ad¬ 
just flow levels and keep the 
treatment processes in order. 

“It’s more challenging,” 
Colbran said. 

“These plants are pretty 
complex now. They’re de¬ 
signed with automation in 
mind, not manual operation.” 

It also takes a lot longer, 
he added, since employees 
have to travel from one part 
of the 50-acre site to another 
to make observations, then 
make adjustments and then 
double-check.

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U.S. Senate panel votes 
for use of force in Syria 


10-7 in favour. 

President’s push for 
military strike after 
alleged chemical- 
weapons attack gains 
steam in Congress 


President Barack Obama’s 
request for speedy congres¬ 
sional backing of a militaiy 
strike in Syria advanced in 
the Senate on Wednesday, 
hours after the president 
left open the possibility he 
would order retaliation for 
a deadly chemical weapons 
attack even if Congress with¬ 
held its approval. 

A resolution backing the 
use of force against President 
Bashar Assad’s government 
cleared the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee on a 
10-7 vote after it was stiff¬ 
ened at the last minute to 


include a pledge of support 
for “decisive changes to the 
present military balance of 
power” in Syria’s civil war. It 
would rule out U.S. combat 
operations on the ground. 

The measure is expected 
to reach the Senate floor 
next week, although the 
timetable for a vote is uncer¬ 
tain. 

The support seen in the 
Senate will be harder to find 
in the Republican-controlled 
House of Representatives, 
which is also reviewing 


Obama’s request, though its 
timetable is even less certain. 

The Obama administra¬ 
tion blames a chemical 
weapons attack that took 
place on Aug. 21 on Assad’s 
government and says more 
than 1,400 civilians died, in¬ 
cluding at least 400 children. 
Other casualty estimates are 
lower, and the Syrian govern¬ 
ment denies responsibility, 
contending rebels fighting to 
topple Assad were to blame. 
The Senate panel’s vote 
marked the first formal re¬ 


sponse in Congress, four days 
after Obama unexpectedly 
put off an anticipated cruise 
missile strike against Syria 
and instead asked lawmakers 
to unite behind such a plan. 
Obama was in Sweden after 
a day of diplomacy when the 
vote occurred. White House 
press secretary Jay Carney 
praised the Senate commit¬ 
tee for backing Obama’s call 
for a strike, saying the meas¬ 
ure would uphold U.S. na¬ 
tional security interests.

The Senate committee’s vote 
capped a hectic few days in 
which lawmakers first nar¬ 
rowed the scope of Obama’s 
request — limiting it to 90 
days and banning combat 
operations on the ground — 
and then widened it. 

Republican Sen. John 
McCain, a proponent of ag¬ 
gressive U.S. militaiy action 
in Syria, joined forces with 
Democratic Sen. Chris Coons 
to add a provision calling 
for “decisive changes to the 
present militaiy balance 
of power on the ground in 
Syria.” 

At their urging, the meas¬ 
ure was also changed to state 
that the policy of the United 
States is “to change the 
momentum on the battle¬ 
field in Syria so as to create 
favourable conditions for a 
negotiated settlement that 
ends the conflict and leads 
to a democratic government 
in Syria.” 

McCain, who has long 
accused Obama of timidity 


in Syria, argued that Assad 
will be willing to participate 
in diplomatic negotiations 
only if he believes he is go¬ 
ing to lose the civil war he 
has been fighting for over 
two years. 

But even supporters of 
militaiy action urged Obama 
to do more to sell his plans 
to an American public that 
is highly skeptical after a 
decade of war in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Republican Rep. Ed Royce 
said that while it would be 
important to deter the use of 
chemical weapons by Assad 
and others, there remained 
many unanswered questions, 
including what the U.S. 
would do if Assad retaliated. 

“The administration’s 
Syria policy doesn’t build 
confidence,” he said. 

In a letter to her rank 
and file, Democratic Leader 
Nancy Pelosi said she had re¬ 
ceived suggestions for legis¬ 
lation in the House “to add 
language to prevent boots on 
the ground, to tie the author¬ 
ization more closely to the 
use of chemical weapons and 
to address concerns about an 
open-ended timetable.”

“I can give assurances to the 
publics in Europe and around 
the world that we’re not going 
around snooping at people’s 
emails or listening to their 
phone calls,” Obama said in re¬ 
sponse to a Swedish reporter’s 
question during a news con¬ 
ference with Prime Minister 
Fredrilc Reinfeldt as he began 
a whirlwind, 24-hour trip to 
Sweden. “What we tiy to do is 
to target veiy specifically areas 
of concern.” 

Still, the president acknow¬ 
ledged that questions about 
privacy were likely to trail him 
in Europe — a continent that is 
protective of privacy rights — 
for some time.

Asked about Baz, Ibrahim 
said: “Prisons are one of the 
most important police sectors 
and require strong leadership.

In an interview with a pri¬ 
vate TV station this week, Baz 
denied he facilitated meet¬ 
ings between the Brotherhood 
leadership. He said the media 
reports had referred to a com¬ 
munal prayer time involving 
several leaders of the group and 
other Islamists.

With hugs and hand-holding 
in a solemn tribute to those 
killed, the presidents of 
Germany and France on

decades ago. 

The trip by German 
President Joachim Gauclc, 
accompanied by France’s 
Francois Hollande, to the 
southwestern French town 
of Oradour-sur-Glane was 
the first by a serving Ger¬ 
man leader.

California. Man illegally 
in the U.S. fights to 
become a lawyer 


Sergio Garcia arrived in the U.S. 
illegally 20 years ago to pick 
almonds in the field with his 
father. Now, still living in the 
countiy illegally, he’s fighting 
to become a lawyer in Califor¬ 
nia and has the support of the 
state’s attorney general and 
lawyers’ association. 

The U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice, however, is trying to block 
his request. 

The dispute is the latest

A former teacher sent to prison 
for 30 days for raping a student 
is set to return to court in Bill¬ 
ings, Mont., Friday because 
the sentence may have been 
illegal. But the move has failed 
to quiet criticisms of the judge 
overseeing the case. 

District Judge G. Todd Baugh 
said Tuesday that state law 
appears to require a two-year 


mandatory minimum prison 
term for Stacey Rambold, 54. 

“In the Court’s opinion, 
imposing a sentence which 
suspends more than the man- 
datoiy minimum would be an 
illegal sentence,” Baugh wrote. 

But that did little to sway 
Baugh’s critics, including hun¬ 
dreds of protesters who rallied 
outside the Yellowstone Coun¬ 
ty Courthouse last week to call 
for the judge’s resignation. 

Baugh said in response to 
the criticism that followed 
his remarks that Rambold’s 
sentence was based on the de¬ 
fendant’s violation of an earlier

Safety at Sochi. Russian 
president tries to assure 
international athletes 
despite harsh decrees 


President Vladimir Putin 
sought to ease concerns that 
Russia’s new anti-gay law 
would be used to punish ath¬ 
letes who display rainbow flags 
during the Winter Olympics in 
Sochi, while insisting that gays 
are not discriminated against in 
his country. 

“I assure you that I work 
with these people; I sometimes 
award them with state prizes or 
decorations for their achieve¬ 
ments in various fields,” Putin 
said in an interview late Tues¬ 
day. “We have absolutely nor¬ 
mal relations, and I don’t see 
anything out of the ordinaiy 
here.” 

He added that Russians 
love Tchaikovsky even though 
the composer was said to have 


been a homosexual. 

“Truth be told, we don’t love 
him because of that, but he was 
a great musician, and we all 
love his music,” Putin said. 

Putin offered to meet with 
members of the gay and lesbian 
community if they asked. 


The law on “propaganda 
of nontraditional sexual rela¬ 
tions,” which Putin signed in 
July, makes it illegal to expose 
minors to information that 
portrays these relationships as 
normal or attractive. 

Putin said in the interview 


that they would not be pun¬ 
ished. But he clearly has no in¬ 
tention of allowing a pride pa¬ 
rade during the Olympics. Last 
month, he signed a decree ban¬ 
ning all demonstrations and 
rallies throughout the Winter

A Leon’s Furniture outlet in 
Dartmouth, N.S., is apologiz¬ 
ing and has provided staff with 
sensitivity and diversity training 
after firing two employees over 
the hanging of a black statue. 

The furniture store says it 
fired the two workers after it 
conducted an investigation into 
the incident last month. 

Leon’s says the bronze stat¬ 
ute with black patina was taped 
and hung to an office window. 
The statue was altered so its eyes 
and mouth were whitened. 


The company did not re¬ 
turn messages seeking com¬ 
ment. The incident was re¬ 
vealed by a former Leon’s 
employee, who has lodged a 
complaint of racial discrimina¬ 
tion with the provincial Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission. 

According to the CBC, Els- 
worth Bottomsley told the com¬ 
mission he quit after the statue 
lynching, which followed sev¬ 
eral other racially motivated 
incidents over the previous two 
years. 

Another Leon’s employee, 
who is also alleging racial dis¬ 
crimination by the furniture 
store, is seeking to introduce 
the statue lynching as evidence 
in her case.

“There are many excellent teachers who are making a real 
difference, yet there are some awful teachers who are protected

“Kaboom!” go the heads of the other two, like characters in a 
violent video game being played in the back of a classroom as we 
speak. 

Here’s the thing: I remember a theatre arts teacher who gave 
us a taste of Macbeth and A Raisin in the Sun in a way that made 
us crave more, and I remember a French teacher who showed us 
Weekend at Bernie’s. In English. Without subtitles. 

The teaching profession is a mixed bag, just like every other 
profession except for astronauts and air-traffic controllers (one 
hopes). I choose to give individual teachers the benefit of the 
doubt until given reason not to. 

After all, these are people who deal with classes packed 
tighter than a New York sidewalk, and often face junior high 
students without a chair and whip.

When Raemonde Bezenar trav¬ 
elled to Uganda in 2007, she 
wasn’t expecting it to change 
her life. 

Like many tourists to the 
area, she was excited to see gor¬ 
illas in their natural habitat. 

“We travelled for hours 
through the jungle. It feels 
like you are in a giant salad 
bowl because all you can see is 
vegetation, and then finally, we 
reach them. Looking into the 
eyes of a gorilla, you are forever 
changed,” Bezenar says with 
conviction. 

It was a moment she will 
never forget and a moment 
that called her into action. The 
mountain gorillas in Uganda 
are critically endangered. 
Caught in the crosshairs of civil 
conflict and ever-expanding hu¬ 
man development, it is estimat¬ 
ed less than 800 gorillas are left. 

These haunting facts are 
something Bezenar couldn’t 
just sit back and accept. 



“When I looked into their 
eyes, I saw human eyes look¬ 
ing back at me. It’s something 
I can’t explain.” 

The experience enabled Bez¬ 
enar to find her calling: saving 


these majestic creatures. 

When she returned home 
to Edmonton, Bezenar started 
putting together the city’s first 
gorilla run to raise awareness 
and funds. 


“Putting this kind of event 
together with no gorillas in 
Canada is interesting,” she says 
with a laugh. 

“In order to pull it off, I 
knew I needed to get lilce-mind-

ed people together who cared 
about the welfare of the ani¬ 
mals and conversation.” 

Bezenar established the 
Canadian Friends of Mountain 
Gorilla Project, which uses pro¬ 
ceeds from the marathon for 
conservation and education in¬ 
itiatives. 

“What I have learned from 
planning this event is that you 
have to believe in what you are 
doing. People might come out 
for different reasons, whether 
it is to support the gorillas or 
veterinarian medicine in Af¬ 
rica, but the point is we are all 
coming together to make a dif¬ 
ference.” 

Edmonton’s five kilometre 
gorilla run takes place Saturday 
at Victoria Park and has courses 
for adults and runners under 
12. Gorilla suits are available 
to registered runners. Partici¬ 
pants and guests are welcome 
to dress up and take part in the 
activities outside the marathon.

Scottish actress Laura Fra¬ 
ser is eager for Breaking 
Bad fans to finally see the 
end of the series, which has 
its finale Sept. 29 — mostly 
because she’s getting tired 
of keeping her mouth shut 
about how the whole thing 
ends. 

How much did you know 
about how things would play 
out as you were filming the 
final episodes? 

I got to read all the episodes 
for this season, but while we 
were shooting them I had no 
idea. I got the scripts just a 
few days before, maybe some¬ 
times a week before we shot 
them. I feel kind of smug 
right now because I know 
how it ends. 

How much are you allowed 
to say about it, speaking as 


obliquely as possible? 

Well, it’s terrible. It’s veiy 
hard to do interviews about 
the show. It’s such a secret 
that you reveal anything 
under penalty of death. 

The person the most upset 
probably wouldn’t be the 
producer of Breaking Bad, it 
would be the person you told. 
So I’ve just been using, you 
know, metaphors and being 
veiy, veiy vague. 

How was it coming into the 
show so late into its run? 

It was very strange, and it 
still remains quite surreal for 
me because I came in only 
last spring. They all already 
knew each other so well; they 
were family, the cast and the 
crew. The series had been 
going five years at that point. 
It was kind of like being the 
new kid at school — and also 
like gate-crashing an amazing 
party that’s in full swing. You 
feel lucky to be there but 
you’re not sure that you fit 
in. But everybody made me 
feel really welcome. 

You always play Lydia with 
the sense of constant clenched 
fear. 

Yeah, she’s a demented 
character. I mean, I didn’t 
know how demented she 
was in the beginning. She 
seems to vibrate at a veiy 
high-pitched frequency. She’s 
constantly in fight-or-flight 



mode, you know? I feel like 
she’s gone from being rather 
cold to completely glacial. 
She’s almost like a little Nazi 
in these last episodes. She 
keeps surprising me. She still 
comes from such a place of 
fear, but this greed she has 
is really trumping her fear, 
and she’s always got this 
keen sense of something 
horrendous might be about 
to happen. Or she might just 


implode or crumble into a 
thousand pieces or some¬ 
thing. 

The show is so good at mak¬ 
ing the audience sympathize 
with people who do horrible 
things for a living. 

Yeah, they’re good at that, 
aren’t they? Even with Lydia, 
you got sympathetic in her 
first episode, that she didn’t 
beg for her life when Mike 


put the gun to her head — 
she had this more interest¬ 
ing response that tells you a 
lot about her character and 
that she would fight for her 
daughter. 

But other than that I 
wouldn’t say that Lydia’s a 
very sympathetic character, 
really. 

Well, I’ve always found her 
sympathetic. 


Really? Interesting. 

What do you have planned 
now that the show has come 
to an end? 

I don’t know, I’m totally 
slacking. I’m over in 
Scotland right now visit¬ 
ing friends and family and 
hanging out. I have a couple 
of films coming out, but 
I’m not working right now. 
Yeah, I need to get a job, 
you’ve reminded me.

Q&A. Director, actor 
and self-confessed 
workaholic talks about 
the beauty of Pete and 
staying close to the cast

To some, Mark Duplass is 
a filmmaker specializing 
in small dramedies like 
The Puffy Chair, Cyrus and 
Jeff, Who Lives at Home. 
To others, he’s an actor 
who plays soulful slacker 
types in Humpday, Your Sis¬ 
ter’s Sister and Safety Not 
Guaranteed. But to most, 
arguably, he’s Pete, the 
horrifically dude-ish fan¬ 
tasy football addict on The 
League. 

Though the FX show en¬ 
ters its fifth season, Duplass 
says his character hasn’t 
changed much — which is 
good. 


How do you feel Pete has 
evolved over the seasons? 

Here’s the greatest thing 
about Pete and this show: 

Pete does not grow up. Eveiy 
man-child movie or anything 
you watch, over the course 
of 90 minutes they learn 
their lessons and become 
good people. Pete’s kind of a 
terrible human being. He’s 
super shallow. He’s veiy into 
fantasy football because he 
doesn’t have very much else 
going on in his life. He really 
doesn’t change — which I 
kind of love. 

Do you think he’ll ever change? 

I think Pete’s got a shot at be¬ 
ginning self-awareness around 
75. But I wouldn’t bet on it. 

Are there any stray similarities 
between you and Pete? 

No, I’m so different from him. 
He has this confidence — 
even if he doesn’t work hard, 
he knows he’s going to be 
fine in the world. I’m deathly 
afraid of failure and am pretty 
neurotic and I’m a workaholic 


because of that. If I don’t 
create projects for myself, 
nothing will happen. 

The cast is mainly comic ac¬ 
tors, whereas you and your 
wife Katie Aselton come from 
movies. 

The films that we’ve done 
are dramedies, so we have 
an appreciation for comedy. 
You just have to take ego out 
of it, and make sure you’re 
not trying to be the fbnniest 
one in the scene all the time. 
You’re just tiying to make 
the funniest scene you can. 
And sometimes that’s setting 
somebody else up. 

How do you maintain the 
group rapport, especially with 
gaps in seasons? 

We’re all very close friends. 
Steve (Rannazzisi) just moved 
back to New York. But the rest 
of the cast, we all live within 
two miles of each other. We 
use Katie’s pool as a place 
where we hang out a lot. 
We’re buds; we just kind of 
lucked out on this one. 


As an actor, what are the chal¬ 
lenges of doing TV versus film 
and hanging onto the same 
character? 

The League is a bit like 
summer camp. I get to show 
up and just be an actor and 
improvise and have fun. And 
then I walk away. We’re not 
really arcing these characters 


long-term. We’re watching 
them in their stasis — we’re 
watching their eternal state 
of man-childishness. The 
real challenge is trying to 
stay creatively relevant and 
stay creatively inspired. The 
thing that helps us the most 
with The League is it’s an 
improvised show. We work 


from outlines, so you can 
never get to that lazy space 
where you just memorize 
your lines and spit them out. 
You always have to be on 
your feet; you always have to 
be paying attention because 
you never know what’s go¬ 
ing to happen. It keeps you 
vital.

The most delicious and satis¬ 
fying meals are often the sim¬ 
plest. This flavourfiil favourite 
is bound to sweep you away. 
Make it your very own low- 
carb staple.

1. Noodles: Slice zucchini in 
thirds, then spiralize (by using 
a potato peeler) into thin noo¬ 
dles. Set in colander to drain. 
(Once zucchini noodles are 
mixed with sauce, they will 
release a lot of water, making 
them soggy. Drain spiralized 
noodles in a colander, sprin¬ 
kled with a little salt, before 
adding sauce.

2. Primavera Sauce: In a 
blender, blend tomatoes, red 
pepper, and garlic. Add re¬ 
mainder of sauce ingredients 
and blend until well mixed. 
Spoon over noodles and sprin¬ 
kle with black pepper, basil, 


and 2 to 3 tablespoons of Pine 
Nut Parma (optional). 

3. Pine Nut Parma: In a food 
processor, chop nuts to a fine 
meal (or finely chop by hand). 


Add salt, onion powder, and 
yeast and pulse until crumbly. 
Parma will keep in refriger¬

CFL Team's offensive 
co-ordinator claims 
he’s still in charge after 
being blasted by GM 


The strange case of who calls 
the plays for the Edmonton Es¬ 
kimos is quickly spiralling into 
an issue of who calls the shots. 

One day after general 
manager Ed Hervey publicly 
guaranteed that offensive co¬ 
ordinator Doug Sams was done 
calling plays, Sams announced 
Wednesday he will still be the 
one sending the signals to 
quarterback Mike Reilly when 
Edmonton hosts the Calgaiy 
Stampeders on Friday. 

“(It’s) business as usual,” 
Sams told reporters after the 
Eskimos completed practice 
under the sticky heat and hot 
sun at Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium.

So Sams was asked why 
Hervey announced Tuesday a 
change was coming? 

“I don’t know,” Sams said.

On Tuesday, Hervey, the 
former Eskimos wide receiver 
in his first year as GM, was 
adamant Sams was out as play 
caller. 

“I can guarantee you that 
the current person who is mak¬ 
ing the calls (Sams) will have a 
limited role in calling them,” 
Hervey said. “I’ve been veiy 
disappointed with some of the 
play-calling at critical times, es¬ 
pecially on the offensive side. 

“That has been addressed 
last night. It will be addressed 
following this press confer¬ 
ence. I assure you we will see
